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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In view of the 
reply and after further consideration, it is agreed with that Boothe et al failed to express 
that one shortened the interval between the first pad and the second pad "so as to 
reduce a shrinking force of a portion of the elastic member between the first pad and the 
second pad" as the applicant pointed out that the reference clearly taught that the 
elastic was at a first constant speed in the region where the cutting took place. While 
claim 1 is an apparatus claim, the system of Boothe et al is not designed to feed the 
elastic upstream of this constant velocity region and is therefore not capable of 
shortening the length between the first and second pad to reduce a shrink force on the 
elastic member therein. Regarding claim 19, the method requires that the elasStic 
member be placed upon the first and second pads and severance at a local between 
the first and second pads wherein the cutting takes place after an interval between the 
first pad and the second pad is shortened . Here the reference to Boothe failed to teach 
the application of the elastic onto the first and second pad prior to the severing step 
wherein the interval between the pads was reduced (shortened), as the reference 
taught that through the cutting step the elastic was fed at a constant velocity.
